CLINTON DEPLOYS 
VOWELS TO BOSNIA 
Cities of Sjlbvdnzv, Grzny to 
Be First Recipients 
Before an emergency joint ses- 
sion of Congress yesterday, Presi- 
dent Clinton announced U.S. plans 
to deploy more than 75,000 vowels 
to the war-torn region of Bosnia. 
The deployment, the largest of its 
kind in American history, will pro- 
vide the region with the critically- 
needed letters A,E,I,O and U. It is 
hoped to render countless Bosnian 
names more pronounceable. 
“For six years, we have stood by 
while names like Ygrjvslhv and 


Tzlynhr and Glrm have been horri-— 


bly butchered by millions around 
the world,” Clinton said. “Today, 
the United States must finally 
stand up and say ‘Enough.’ It is 
time the people of Bosnia finally 
had some vowels in their incom- 
prehensible words. The U.S. is 
proud to lead the crusade in this 
noble endeavor.” 

The deployment, dubbed Opera- 
tion Vowel Storm by the State 
Department, is set for early next 
week, with the Adriatic port cities 
of Sjlbvdnzv and Grzny slated to 
be the first recipients. Two C-130 
transport planes, each carrying 
more than 500 24-count boxes of 
‘E’s’, will fly from Andrews Air 
Force Base across the Atlantic and 
airdrop the letters over the cities. 

Citizens of Grzny and Sjlbvdnzv 
eagerly await the arrival of the 
vowels. “My God, I do not think we 
can last another day,” Trszg 
Grzdnjkin, 44, said. “I have six chil- 
dren and none of them has a name 
that is understandable to me or to 
anyone else. Mr. Clinton, please 
send my poor, wretched family 
just one ‘E 

Said Sjlbvdnzv resident Grg 
Hmphrs, 67: “With just a few key 
letters, I could be 
Humphries. This is my dream.” 

The airdrop represents the 
largest deployment of any letter to 
a foreign country since 1984 
During the summer of that year, 
the U.S. shipped 92,000 conso- 
nants to Ethiopia, providing cities 
like Ouaouoaua, Eaoiiuae and Aao 
with vital life-giving supplies of L's, 
S's and T’s. The consonant-relief 
effort failed, however, when vast 
quantities of the letters were inter- 
cepted and hoarded by violent 
gun-toting warlords.

Edmonton actor takes charge of life 





Arcand’s career the stuff of dreams 


BY BEN COXWORTH 


he story of Nathaniel Arcand’s success is 

both maddening and inspiring. It’s mad- 
dening because of how quickly and fortuitous- 
ly the 24-year-old Edmontonian has estab- 
lished an impressive screen-acting career. 
Within five years, he has gone from being “one 
of us” to having roles in several feature films 
and a couple of major television series. It’s 
inspiring because of the cruddy lifestyle he 
pulled himself from in order to pursue his 
dreams. 

Once a disenchanted burglar, shoplifter 
and all-round delinquent, he had no one but 
himself to look to for escape. 

Arcand’s first glimpse of life beyond a 
skid came in junior high when he got 
involved in the drama program at Ben Calf 
Robe School. The program, put on by the 
Catalyst Theatre, culminated in the kids 
touring their play to Regina. Arcand played 
two roles, an old man and a counsellor, 
opposite the yet-to-be-famous Tantoo 
Cardinal (she and Ruth Smiley were the 
instructors). 

Upon returning to Edmonton, his eyes 
had been opened but he still hung out with 
the wrong crowd.

“You find yourself going in circles all the 
time and you have to change something and 
usually it’s the people around you that have 
to change,” he said. “Finally I broke out of 
that circle and here I am. I’m doing my own 
thing. And 'm making my own money. I am 
independent and it makes me feel better as a 
person.” 

To break out, Arcand had to cut ties and 
stop caring what his ex-peers thought. Even 
now, he claims, he's only answerable to him- 
self and his fiancée Sharlene. But the 
process of breaking away was made easier 
once he got his first acting gig. 

Accompanying his friend Dakota House 
(now of North of 60 fame) to a photo shoot, 
Areand was approached by Edmonton talent 
agent Darryl Mork. 

The agent suggested Arcand have some 
photos taken and even said he would pay 
for them himself. 

Two weeks later, Arcand got a role in a 
Petro-Canada training video. He played a 
ticked-off college student and still considers 
it one of his best roles. “I look at what I've 
done in between and I see some things that 
are just too over-acted or understated,” he 
said. “In this Petro-Can thing, I’m just natur- 
al”

Action or not, his work on TV has led to 
film roles. Two feature films with Arcand 
among the cast are due out this summer. 
The first, Crazy Horse, was shot in South 
Dakota last year. 

Although it was produced for TNT 
(Turner Network Television) cable network 
in the U.S., it might be released theatrically. 
“Td never been in a movie where there were 
so many people,” he exclaimed. “Sometimes 
there were 250 to 300 on the set and that 
was just the actors.” 

But of those hundreds of actors, eight 
Canadian Crees, including Arcand, really 
stood out. “The people there, the Sioux and 
Dakota, they were kind of miffed about hav- 
ing some Cree boys coming down and play- 
ing their roles. That was the thing I found to 
be ridiculous.” The reason that sort of situa- 
tion occurs, he said, is because Canadian 
natives have more access to such opportuni- 
ties as acting programs than do American 
natives. “At least I’m not some white guy 
painted up.” 

His other film, Stone Coats, is still in pro- 
duction in Calgary.

ameron Guitars is an unusual 

place of worship; it’s a candy 
store of six-string dreamboats that 
can make your eyes mist with the 
wonder of it all. The store is a seri- 
ous adventure for guitar maniacs of 
any age and if you want to start a trio 
and call it Sherpas of Love, it helps 
to be a Cameron employee. 

This story begins at the Daddio 
Café on Whyte Avenue. Love Sher- 
pas Dale Cameron (Shroud of 
Memphis) and Ian Martin (Idyl 
Tea) were holding forth about 
Sherpa mysteries to be revealed at 
the band’s Jan. 25 début at the Rev 
Cabaret. 

The javas were steaming, the 
tunes were hotter and the 
Barbecued Sherpa Squid Recipe 
had not yet materialized. The only 
thing missing was Sherpa No. 3 
Robin Hunter (The Imagineers). 
Sherpa No. 4, Andy Donnelly, who 
is regarded as the sixth Beatle 
because there were too many fifth 
Beatles, was also missing in 
action. 

Andy acted as master of cere- 
monies and Nepali translator 
because “the nature of the Sherpa 
music is often not immediately 
digestible,” explained Ian. For the 
moment, the musicians grappled

“It’s heavy easy listening,” said

You could call this an 
early form of mutant rock. It 
sounds weird as hell but it grooves

Esquivel created the gentre that 
influenced Sherpa tunes. “We want 
the audience to understand, but if 
they don’t and they give us looks 
like we’re from another planet, 
then that would be just as satisfy- 
ing,” said Ian, who lends his hon- 
eyed pop vocals to Walk on By and 
Witchita Lineman. 

The three Sherpa guitarists also 
trade bass duties. Hunter, who is 
also working on a new Imagineers 
CD, plays Danelectro six-string 
bass, a guitar tuned one octave 
below a regular axe for a whole 
lotta kicky reverb. These guitars 
were used in the 1950s and ’60s to 
double the bass for a fatter sound. 

Other band instruments: '56 
Rickenbacker Combo 400, Dan- 
electro Convertible, a ’64 Gretch 
Firebird, a late ’70s Vibro-Slap, a 
*68 Rickenbacker 366/12, various

Teisco Del Rays, a 1949 Supro 
Doubleneck, a 12-string Danelec- 
tro Belzouki and a ’64 Silvertone 
bass, make for a rare presentation. 
Sherpa songs were not written by 
Sherpas, but the reconfigured 
musical arrangements are original. 

What the heck is a Sherpa? 
From Nepal, a Sherpa will haul 
baggage the size of your house on 
his back, up the Himalayas, for 
pennies (get these men a union!). 

The Myth of the Edmonton Sher- 
pas of Love guarantees they can 
haul the emotional baggage inhib- 
iting a patron’s love life, up the 
nearest mountain, or local AGT 
Tower. “Because the lounge is the 
setting for love,” said Dale. He also 
metaphorically explained this 
band was a labor of love and not 
an enlistment. 

Hot grub descended on our table 
at the Daddio Café and I queried 
the Sherpas about concert. expec- 
tations. “At the end of it, I'd like to 
feel like Sally Field accepting her 
award,” Dale said.

s you read this, a Winnipeg- 

based musician is using Edmon- 
ton’s close-knit folk community to 
rejuvenate his creativity before con- 
tinuing westward to the coast.

Accolades all round for Gilliam’s 3 glimpse into future

TWELVE MONKEYS 
(Universal) starring Bruce Willis, 
Madeleine Stowe and Brad Pitt. 
Directed by Terry Gilliam. Rated M 


oday’s headlines .. . 1996. 

Today, Greenpeace is throw- 
ing rocks at the genetic scientists 
who, in a quest to build a better 
beast (and plant for that matter), 
may unleash some altered genetic 
material (pollution) into our envi- 
ronment that could eventually kill 
all of us... . or give us a nasty case 
of the runs. They are manipulating 
the genetic material in plants to 
make them resistant to their natur- 
al enemies. 

I remember saying to my par- 
ents when I was growing up they 
had it better than us because they 
didn’t have to grow up worrying 
about an atomic bomb blowing up 
their sorry asses. Kids today are 
probably telling their parents that 
at least they don’t have to grow up 
with the fear of being killed off by 
some unseen strain of biological 
goo that came out the rump of an 
ostrich and crossed with a Chevy. 

Whatever the doomsday device 
of the day happens to be (Martians 
attacking Earth in the ’50s, dying 
of a polyester infection in the '70s, 
to everyone in fear of contracting 
HIV in the ’90s), real or imagined, 
Hollywood has always made a 
movie to remind us of it. 

This time we are presented with 
a film that takes place in the not- 
so-distant future and the present. 
What if the world came to an end 
as we know it because of man’s 
quest to screw around with things 
he only thinks he understands? In 
Twelve Monkeys we are presented 
with a glimpse into the future . . . 
actually, this year — (a little too 


damned close to present-day if you 
ask me). We have seen this before 

. The Omega Man (the world is 
virtually wiped out by a virus) 
Brazil (a glimpse into the future 
very industrial) 


Twelve Monkeys is a time-travel 
tragedy from Terry Gilliam. It 
takes place in the year gulp 
1996! It’s the year the virus will be 
released that kills five billion peo- 


ple. Mankind will be forced under- 
ground in order to survive, in a 
subterranean hell. Enter James 
Cole (Willis) a prisoner who is 
“volunteered” to return to the past, 
to 1996, to find the source of the 
virus, to discover the mystery of 
The Army of the Twelve Monkeys, 
to right a few wrongs, to help man 
get his shit together. 

But he’s sent to the wrong time. 
He's sent to 1990. 

Prophesying the apocalypse 
lands him in the mental hospital, 
cared for by psychiatrist Kathryn 
Railley (Stowe) and boarded with 
fellow inmate Jeffrey Goines (Brad 
Pitt). Sanity and madness begin to 
intertwine as Cole is shuttled 
between the unreal “present” of 
2025 and the too real past of 1990 
and 1996. 

Bruce Willis turns in an incredi- 
ble performance. If you ever had 
any doubts about his acting ability, 
this film will erase the thought. He 
makes you believe in a man who 
so yearns for the reality of some- 
thing in the past that he attempts 
to cast his personal “reality”, that 
of the future 2025, as a figment of 
his own madness. 

Pitt confirms himself as an 
actor.. He was trying to. get.over the 
hearthrob personna that has 
dogged him since Legends of the 
Fall and succeeds. He cut his hair 
himself and generally tried to 
make himself look like a rube and 
turned in a fantastic performance 
to boot. 

Stowe does well as a doubting

And therein lies the kicker that 
Gilliam, Willis and the writers 
deliver, that a film so much about 
claustrophobia and animal rights 
and insanity and time travel, is 
most truly a film about love. 

At one point, Cole says viewing 
the past is like watching a good 
movie: “Every time you see it, it’s 
different, because you're differ- 
ent.” Twelve Monkeys is a great 
start for the film industry in 1996.

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The most relevant question about 
the latest James Bond movie isn’t 
whether Pierce Brosnan makes a 
good Bond (he does), but whether 
the world needs any Bond at all. 
The latest helping of 007 features 
» some fine action, a variety of glam- 
orous locations and Bond women 
(Famke Janssen and Kizabella 
Scorupco) who are up to snuff. 
But the picture has trouble defin- 
ing an evil that’s big enough for 
Bond, and much of the updating 
seems self-conscious. M’s job, for 
example, has been taken over by a 
woman (Judi Dench), and the 
script includes references to 
everything from CNN to safe sex. 
Still, there’s plenty of action even 
if Bond seems a bit passe. 


Grumpier Old Men (PG/12) 

Jack Lemmon and Walter Matthau 
repeat their comic success in a 
crude sequel to the surprise 1993 
hit.

Burgess Meredith 
returns to play Lemmon’s dirty- 
old-man father. 


Heat () 

It’s three hours long and doesn’t 
need to be, but director Michael 
Mann’s urban opus does have Al 
Pacino and Robert De Niro anda 
vision of Los Angeles that’s down- 
right eerie. Pacino portrays an 
overly passionate cop; De Niro 
plays a thief who’s also a control 
freak. There’s lots of excessive 
action and the women’s roles are 
badly realized, but this teeming bit 
of macho hooey can be pretty 
compelling. 


~ Jumanji (PG) 

Robin Williams stars in this over- 
wrought adventure about a kid 
who’s sucked into the reality of a 
board game. When he returns, he 
brings a bunch of wild jungle ani- 
mals with him. The special effects 
are good, though not nearly as 
convincing as those of Jurassic 
Park. The problem is the plot: The 
movie hasn't got one. Moreover, 
it’s much too frightening for little 
kids, presumably a big part of the 
movie's target audience. With 
‘Kirsten Dunst, Bradley Pierce and 
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Ormond) away from his irrespon- 
sible younger brother (Greg 
Kinnear). In the hands of Sydney 
Pollack, one of the smarter direc- 
tors around, the movie retains its 
fairy-tale aura and adds a few con- 
temporary one-liners as well.

Tom and Huck (PG) 

They’re back. And they’re bad. 
Yes, those two Mark Twain cra- 
zies, Tom and Huck, have returned 
in a bland Disney version of their 
story. Jonathan Taylor Thomas 
plays the impish Tom and Brad 
Renfro portrays Huck. The script 
covers the main events of the 
story, but loses Twain’s tone. It 
also includes a couple of scenes 
that may rattle youngsters — not 
the least of which is a murder by 
stabbing. 


Toy Story (G) 

Disney teams with a California 
company called Pixar to make 
what's being billed as the first full- 
length computer-generated ani- 
mated feature. A mixture of techni- 
cal innovation and high spirits 
turns this one into solid cartoon 
fun. Tom Hanks and Tim Allen 
supply the voices of the main char- 
acters, a toy cowboy and a toy 
spaceman who find themselves 
engaged in a battle for the affec- 
tions of Andy, the boy whose birth- 
day party kicks off the movie. 
Eventually, cowboy and spaceman 
join forces to defeat a mean kid 
who likes to operate on his toys to 
turn them into mutants. With 
bouncy songs from Randy 
Newman and lots of exceptionally 
clever one-liners. 


Twelve Monkeys (/) 

Visionary filmmaker Terry Gilliam 
(Time Bandits, Brazil, The Fisher 
King) again tries something new, a 
futuristic thriller about a killer 
virus, The year is 2035; most of the 
human race has been annihilated 
by the virus. Survivors have bur- 
rowed into an underground world, 
while scientists seek an antidote 
that will allow people to move top- 
side. Brad Pitt and Bruce Willis 
deserve praise for appearing in an 
adventurous project, but the movie 
is overly convoluted and a bit 
pulseless, coming across like the 
disconsolate ramblings of a mad 
man.

Plowing through the drifts 


Blues sites worth the drive on plugged web 
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o, has everyone had enough of 
the white stuff? Snow that is. 
There’s only one thing more annoy- 
ing than trying to plow through snow 
that’s deeper than your wheel wells 
and that’s trying to access web sites 
that are busy or unavailable. And I 
really hate plowing snow. 

Scenario: You're gazing at your 
monitor in the comfort of your 
home or office. Internet access has 
been established at 57.6 Kbd. You 
launch your web browser wonder- 
ing what your topic will be today. 
Bookmarks are scanned for an 
interesting destination. Bingo! 
Found one. You select the URL 
and wait for your modem to con- 
nect and retrieve the information . 
.. and wait... and wait. Shit, you 
can’t access the URL because it is 
either busy or unavailable at this 
time. Your computer asks you to 
try later. 

Conclusion: Piss on it. You’re 
not that desperate to see what 
some dumb-ass webmaster has 
spent hours, weeks, even months 
to set up, only to have the web site 
choke at the thought of letting 
another surfer gain access. 

When this happens, delete the 
uncooperative URL from your 
bookmark list; it won’t gain you 
access, but your blood pressure 
will go down a couple of notches. 

One explanation for this annoy- 
ance could be that many web sites 
are pulling double or triple duty as 
mail servers and/or telnet servers. 
Depending on the amount of traf- 
fic on that server, if you try to con- 
nect at rush hour, you may hit a 
~snowbank. Luckily, more and 
more computers on the Internet 
are being set up strictly as web 
servers, restricting activities and 
connections to the World Wide 
Web. It is hoped this will minimize 
the frustration caused by busy web 
sites and eliminate the need for 


snow plows on the Internet. 
On to the reviews. 


Get turned on to the Blues 


This column concentrates on 
web sites for blues fans. And if this 
freaking snow doesn't give you the 
blues, check for a pulse, then try 
The Blues Room (hittp://www.jaz- 
zonln.com/BLUES).

World 

This one is a good place for new 
blues followers, with more blues 
than you can shake a stick at. And 
it’s only a part of the whole site 
headed “Jazz Online”. This site 
flies along at high speeds (obvious- 
ly the sand trucks have been out in 
this part of the web), with a good 
mix of text and graphics put 
together in a tasteful way — not 
too flashy and very practical. Surf- 
ing around the site is easy and 
painless. As well as in-depth blues 
reviews and artist profiles, there’s 
even a blues starter kit which rec- 
ommends 20 CDs to get new blues 
listeners off to a flying start. 

Three blues labels, Verve Blues, 
Blind Pig and Delmark, all offer a 
collection of sound samples, 
although only in .wav format. The 
artists, albums and tracks are easy 
to scan through and pick. The 
absence of hideous background 
textures is a pleasant break from 
the norm of the World Wide Web. 
The graphies are plentiful but 
small, so you're not sitting with 
your thumb up your ass while your 
modem retrieves the information. 

The Blues On The Road area 
lists artist tour dates and locations.

Unfortunately, nearly all the list- 
ings are in the U.S., but check out 
Frankie Lee (whoever that is), 
making a few appearances in B.C 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and 
Ontario in January and February. 
These listings are a bit skimpy, but 
at least the information is current 
and updated frequently. 

Lastly, there’s the Blues Artist 
Birthday section. From what I 
could tell, most of these people are 
already dead, so I had problems 
relating to it. Pity. 

In general, for anyone thinking 
of exploring the blues (and it is 
worth it), The Blues Room is a 
good starting point 


Blue Herring 


This site definitely gave me the 
blues; avoid this one if | were you 
It’s called Louis’ Blues Gallery 
(http:/Awww.shadow. net/~depriest 
). It wins the award for ugliest 
background and most of the text is 
unreadable. You can get around 
this by changing your web browser 
preferences, but web users 
shouldn’t have to do that. I was 
expecting all kinds of blues pics at 
this site, but there’s only five and 
very little info to go with them 

I skipped the rest of the con- 
tents due to eye strain, but did 
notice the familiar under-construc- 
tion symbol at the bottom. This 
site’s webmaster has his work cut 
out for him; actually, it’s not even 
worth the effort. Save yourself fur- 
ther embarrassment, mate. 


If | had to pick one 


The Blue Highway 
(http:/www.vivanet.com/~blues) 
is definitely a heavyweight, jam- 
packed with information. Mostly 
clear, clean text and graphics with 
the exception of The Bluecasts 
area that showed black text on an 
almost black background on my 
equipment (see equipment list at 
end of column). But there’s too 
much other stuff here to bail out 
this early. Areas include tributes to 
blues greats, essays, bios, and 
radio listings.
